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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to an application filed on 8/5/03. There are twelve 
claims pending. Claims 1-7 are compound claims. Claims 8 and 9 are 
composition claims. Claims 10-12 are method of using claims. The application 
concerns some bicyclic fused pyrimidine compounds, compositions, and uses 
thereof.
